Oct. $-—[Spe- 
clal.}--The body of Woodrow Wilson 
will be removed from the cryptrof the 
Washington cathedral and placed in 
@ marble sarcophagus tn the Bethic 
hem chapel beneath the floor of which 
it now lies. 

By the order of Mrs. Wilson, Cram 
and Ferguson, the architects of the 
cathedral, have designed the sarcoph- 
agus and it is now being made in 
Boston. The transfer of the body wiil 
be carried out in about a month. 

The design of the new tomb is 
simple. Its chief figure will be a 
crusader’s sword carved in relief on 
the marble slab which will cover the 
coffin. Besides this there will be prac-
